up terms of a treaty of peace. 


The fact that the powers, through an exchange of views between! their re- 


spective foreign offices, are unable to reach an agreement has, it is claimed, 
clearly emphasized the difficulty of settling on terms regarding occurrences 
at so great a distance, and, it is added, it has sh'owed that the ministers on 
spot are the persons most fitted and capable for the working out of the com- 
mori ground of the settlement. 


General instruction only, it is further suggested, shtould be given to the 


ministers, the details to he left largelyto their discretion. 


An official for a foreign office here expressed the hope this morning, that 


such instructions would be forthcoming within a week and that the genteral 
instructions would be under three heads: First, the punishment of the cdn- 
spirators; second, compensation for the losses sustained, and, third, guaran- 
tees for the future. 


The determination of the United State to withdraw her troops from China 


while at the same time increasing strongly her fleet in the Chinese waters, 
is rather disconcerting to the powers, but the itnerpretatlon put upon it in 


official circles is that the United States is resolved to protect the policy of 
the open door to the extremity, and is, therefore, preparing her fleet for the 
purpose of maintaining that policy by a show of force. 


The publication of the alleged Russian edict, announcing the annexation of 


Manchuria, has caused a decidedly uneasy feeling, but no one here -was able 
to definitely affirm or deny it's authencity. 


In discussing this point, the same foeign office official expressed emphati- 


cally the desire that the United States should know that France has no 
sympathy with any movement towards the partition of China and that she 
will lend *11 her Influence toward averting what she considers would be a 
mistake and a wrong.

endeavor to bring abaet negotiations for 
a settlement. 
If it shall appear that 


there is a disposition on the part of any 
considerable portion of them to reject 
in advance the well-meant efforts of 
the United States government to bring 
about a conference and negotiations in 
Which they could participate on equal 
terms with our own government with the 
purpose of terminating the Chinese dif- 
ficulties, then Mr. Conger's instructions 
may require recasting. It might be re- 
garded as useless for him to arrange for 
a meeting of the powers with China, 
which the former do not care to attend, 
ownig to entirely different purposes 
from 
those animating 
the United 


States, and there probably is no disposi- 
tion to subject our minister to humilia- 
tion by a flat failure which might be an- 
ticipated. 


It also is possible that the news rel- 


ative to the advancement of Prince Tuan 
to a position where he might Influence 
the negotiations la regarded as worthy 
of attention, and that our government 
may delay proceedings as long as ha 
stands in the way. 
The state depart- 


ment has not been officially informed 
of Prince Tuan's promotion. 


Worried Over England's Attitude. 


Berlin, Sept. 27.—The correspondent of 


the Associated Press in Berlin showed 
the German foreign office a private dis- 
patch from London asserting that Lord 
Salisbury had stated that the reply of 
the British government to the German 
note would agree with that of the United 
States. The foreign office thereupon re- 
iterated the statement that this assertion 
was positively false. This repeated em- 
phasizing publicly of the non-receipt of 
a formal answer has deepened the Im- 
pression that the German foreign office 
still clings to the hope of winning Eng- 
land over. 
The papers, takng their j 


cue from the foreign office, flatly deny 
that Great Britain is arrayed with the 
United Statei against the German pro- 
posal.

armed with rifles. The inhabitant? took 
refuge in the churches. The Americana 
have since energetically dispersed the 
enemy, killing and wounding 50. 


A party of scouts belonging- to tha 


Twenty-fifth infantry landed on the 
island of Samar, the Inhabitants and in- 
surgents fleeing, to the mountains. They 
met with but slight resistance, and 
burned a town. 


Tuesday night there was outpost firing 


at Paeto, Pagrsanjan, and Santa Cruz, In 
Lagruna province. 


It is reported that an American scout- 


ing- party developed a body of insur- 
gents in the provinoa of Nueva Boija, 
two skirmishes ensuing, in which 12 
of the natives were killed. 
Similar 


brushes have taken place near Indarog 
and Silang, in Cavite province, and near 
Iba and Subig, in Zambales province, 
the Americans having two killed and 
three wounded. 


Advices from the Island of Leyte say 


that General Mejica's bands have been 
scattered and demoralized by Major 
Henry Tallen of the Forty-third in- 
fantry, who has vigorously pursued tha 
insurgents into the mountaino, captur- 
ing many and taking a quantity of 
money, rifles, ammunition and stores.

Witnesses testified at the trial that they 
met the prisoner at the entrance of tha 
building with a revolver in his hand, 
and others asserted that he had mada 
threats and told of plots against Gov- 
ernor Goebel, while, an th« other hand, 
witnesses for the defense showad a pretty 
strong alibi for Howard, and there was 
other evidence to show that Howard was 
not the man seen near the executive 
building.

on a verdict, but Judge Cantrill refused 
to discharge the body, and the verdict as 
mentioned in the foregoing U tha result.

prohibition has been tor many yeois 
in that state, and toward a lesalized 
and well regulated sale of Intoxicants. 
Of all humbug* the prohibition of the 
liquor trafflo by law and the license 
of the same by common consent Is the 
greatest, and this is what has prevail- 
ed in Vermont from, the earliest me- 
mory of the present generation. Pro- 
hibition In Vermont has Ions since 
been a, stench In the noetrila of all who 
despise farc« and humbug under the 
guise of law, for that is iuat what it 
has been. North Berkshire Is a near 
neighbor to Vermont and Its people 
know something of what is going on 
there, particularly in 
the southern 


part of the state. They know that rum 
is sold there as freely as in Massa- 
chusetts or any other license state, 
and in a much more reprehensible 
way; and they are pleased by the 
awakening that seems to- be coming to 
thel Green mountain neighbors. 


A few years ago the Bermlngton bat- 


tle monument, a proud memorial to 
brave men who fought for American 
Independence, was dedicated. It was 
an occasion of national interest, and 
was, very naturally, attended by many 
Berkshire people whose ancestors took 
part in the memorable engagement of 
the battle of Bennington. And what 
did they see? In the town of Benning- 
ton, 
in the state of Vermont, where 


prohibition was the order of the day, 
the sale of rum in a style that would 
put to shame any town in the license 
state of Massachusetts. The bars were 
all "wide open," and men stood in rows 
four deep reaching over each other's 
shoulders for drinks. It was said in 
excuse that people from, all parts of the 
country were present and that their 
wants must be attended to, and this 
was as good an excuse as could have 
been given, for It had, at least, the 
merit of truth. They were there from 
all parts o£ the country, they wanted, 
drink, and they got It without diffi- 
culty, excepting the difficuty of elbow~ 
ing their way through the crowds be- 
fore the illegal bara. And all this took 
place in a prohibition state, which, 
if It had any faith in its regulations 
should have improved the opportunity 
to show forth their beautes to its vis- 
itors. 


A Vermont man was in this city a 


few days ago. "It is coming," said 
he, when spoken to about the agitation 
in his state. Vermont must have li- 
cense or enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law, for the people ha\e become 
tired of the miserable farce that has 
prevailed in that state for a genera- 
tion." This man was of the opinion 
that Vermont will soon square itself 
with the country and with the convic- 
tions of its own people by placing it- 
self on tenable ground with regard to 
the liquor traffic. 


This can only be done in one of two 


ways. These are the enforcement of 
the prohibition law or the enactment 
of a license law that will be honest, if 
not wholly good. If the future may be 
judged by the past, the prohibition law 
is not to be enforced; therefore, the 
sooner Vermont swings into line and 
passes a law for the permission and 
proper regulation of the liquor traffic 
the better it will be for the taxpayers 
and all other citizens of that common- 
wealth.

Within throe months the health board 


of New York, says Th« Sun, will have 
la operation." a laboratory especially 
built for and wholly devoted to tho 
study of the germg of the bubonic 
plague. So far as tho health offieialg 
here know, it will be the only labora- 
tory in' the worl'd entirely devoted to 
that purpose. Certainly it will be the 
only municipal institution of the kind 
In this or any other country, and, while 
the need of it? establishment may not 
be fully realized now, with no case of 
the disease very near, its value, should 
the plague appear, would be Inestima- 
ble. 
And Glasgow Is lees than eight 


days from New ork. 


Laboratories are not built and equip- 


ped in a week, and in this case the 
health department took tlrne by the 
forelock. 
Ever since last November, 


when the coffee laden steamer Taylor 
brought cases of tha plague to New 
York from Santos, Brazil, the board's 
physicians, under Instructions from 
President Murphy, have been studying 
the disease and the best methods of 
meeting It should It appear within the 
city. A general plan for a laboratory 
was devised by Dr. Herman M. Biggs, 
the board's pathologist; Dr. W. H. 
Park and Dr. Frederick H. Dilllngbain, 
assistant sanitary superintendent of 
Manhattan. The plan was indorsed, by 
Colonel Murphy, approved by 
the 


board, and the board of estimate has 
appropriated ?2S,000 for the construc- 
tion of the building. Two months will 
be required for its completion. By the 
end of December It Is expected that the 
laboratory will be in working order. 


The New York health board has al- 


ready three laboratories for the study 
of disease germs, but the plague germ 
Is no ordinary bacillus, and It would be 
dangerous to handle It In any of the 
existing buildings. In Lisbon and 
iVienna deaths toave already occurred 
from just such attempts. The most 
deadly form of the disease Is contract- 
ed from Inhaling the bubonic bacillus. 
The new laboratory is designed to re- 
duce to the minimum all danger of 
contagion. It is to be placed on tbo 
East river front in a distant part o£ 
the grounds of the Willard Parker 
Memorial hospital, where contagious 
diseases are treated, and It Is to be so 
constructed that no germ shall escape. 
Its windows, screened to keep out flies 
and mosquitoes, will be placed only in 
the safe parts of the building. The 
•waits, of steel and cement, will be 
ratproof, and tbe surface' of the in- 
terior will be so smooth that there 
•will be no plchole in which a stray 
germ may lurk. 
The building will 


have its private sewer to tbe river, and 
even that will have a patent disinfect- 
ing trap attached. The doors will be 
double, and stringent regulations will 
be framed, which will exclude from 
the laboratory every person except Its 
own staff. The iceman will call, but 
he will fill the iceboxes from the out- 
eide without even a peep Inside the 
building. 


The laboratory Is to be a two story 


building and a small one, only 25 by 50 
feet, and it will serve a double pur- 
posdf The ground floor will be taken 
up principally by eight stalls for the 
horses which will supply the anti pest 
serum. In this floor there will be com- 
paratively little danger of infection, 
but all the same it will bo barred to 
everybody but the bacteriologist and 
his helper, under whose care the horses 
will be. It is on the floor above that 
the plague germs will be kept and ex- 
periments undertaken, and the two 
floors do not communicate. A staircase 
from the outside of the building will 
lead to the top floor. At one end of 
this will be the room In which are the 
healthy animals, rabbits, rats and 
guinea pigs, destined for plague expe- 
riments. 
After inoculation they will 


be tvansferred to another room at the 
other end of the building. When dead, 
their bodies will be sterilized, then cre- 
mated. No unlucky rat", rabbit or gui- 
nea'pig that eTear enters the building 
will ever leave it except In ashes. The 
rest of the space in the top story will 
be taken up by the culture room, ster- 
ilizers, in which the preventive serum 
will be stored, and two rooms for 
microscopical work. 


One of tho few things made clear by 


studies of the bubonic plague on this 
side of the world is that the only way 
to diagnose positively cases of the dis- 
ease Is from a microscopical examina- 
tion of serum taken from tho patient. 
The present outbreak of the plague 
in Glasgow proceeded for days before 
the nature of the disease was recog- 
nized. A dock laborer's wife was the 
first victim stricken. She died, it wns 
believed, of pneumonia, and a wake 
was held over hor body. Two days 
later three persons' who had attended 
the wake were stricken, and In these 
cases for tho first time th« presence 
of the bubonic plague was suspected. 
One of those died, and two recovered, 
but they had spread the Infection be- 
fore it had been positively demon- 
strated that the disease from which 
thfy suffered was the dread bubonic 
plague.

GUIANA'S GQLDFIELDS. 


}fo Place For American Miner*, Su.ru 


United States Connnl. 


George H. Moulton, United States 


consul to.Demerara, in British Guiana, 
who arrived in New York a few 
days ago, In discussing the affairs of 
that country says: 


"The rush to the goldfields of British 


Guiana and Venezuela, which was ex- 
pected to follow the settlement of the 
Venezuela^ boundary dispute, failed to 
materialize. Tho new.boundary fixed 
by the arbitration court Is quietly ac- 
cepted by the people of British Guiana 
and Venezuela, and no further dispute 
Is' likely to arise. Gold mining is still 
being prosecuted in the British Guiana 
goldfields, and there are a few Ameri- 
cans who are there trying to make 
their fortunes. 


"The yield of these gol€fields Is 


about $2,000,000 a year. All the gold 
obtained is secured by placer mining. 


! No shafts have yet been sunk for lode 


mining. Mining in British Guiana is 
attended by the greatest difficulties 
and hardships, and there Is also some 
danger to life and limb. The goldfields 
fire all at some distance In the interior. 
To reach them the miners have to 
travel through swamp lands and dense 
brush,rwhich are Infested by alligators, 
enormous reptiles and wild beasts. 
Everything the miners carry along has 
to be packed by men. The Esseqtiibo 
and Demerara rivers are great river?, 
but they are not navigable for more 
than 75 miles, owing to many "obstruc- 
tions and frequent rapids. The miners 
who go Into the Interior by following 
these rivprs court great danger. 


"I know of one American miner who 


has a claim which It takes him 23 
days to reach from the seoshTj-9, but 
so swift are .the streams by which he 
travels that he cnii come down, to the 
spnshore in a week. British Guiana is 
no place for American miners. They 
can do better in Colorado or Montana. 


"The British in Sonth America have 


not talked a groat deal about our ac- 
quisition of colonial possessions, but 
they express the opinion that we can : 
do just as well with colonies as they 
have done. British Guiana Is control- 
led by*a board of policy. A man has 
to have an estate worth $7,000 to be 
eligible to this board, the majority of 
which is always controlled by the 
British government through appoint- 
ment There are about 300,000 people 
in British Guiana, of whom not more 
than 2,000 are voters, owing to the 
property and 
educational qualifica- 


tions required for the exercise of the 
franchise.. 


"We feed the people of British Gui- 


ana, Brazil and most of the countries 
of South America. 
We do not sell 


them industrials, however, to the ex- 
tent that European countries—princi- 
pally Great Britain and Germany—do. 
The English and Germans send agents 
to South America to <men up branch 
houses, and, they extend a liberal sys- 
tem of credit. Our merchants demand 
cash and make little effort to work up 
trade."

GERMANY'S PREPAREDNESS. 


Beet Orgranlied Army In the World, 


Saya General Lvdlow. 


General William Ludlow, who, as 


president of a special military b.oard 
organized for the purpose of fonrying a 
United States war college, has beea 
abroad since early in July studying the 
military systems of Europe, returned a 
few days ago. Concerning the results 
of his investigations General Lurllow 
Bald: 
„ 


"All European nations nave a sort of 


war colioge or general staff, a body 
composed of the ablest men In all the 
various departments of the army, such 
as an adjutant general, tiuartei-tnaster 
general anil commiar-ary general. The 
United States has nothing of the kind. 
The commanding general has no one to 
aid him In concerted action in the face 
of an emergency. 


"I found that the German military 


machine was the best organized of all 
tbe European armies. This is partly 
on account of the country's environ- 
ment, being surrounded by first class 
powers and consequently on the alert 
In times of peace for quick action In 
times of war. The German officers are 
the hardest worked of all In Europe. 
They seem to be drilling and training 
their men from dawn to dusk. Certain- 
ly they have very little leisure and not 
much time to sleep. 


"One of the results of this hard work 


Is that an army of 1,000,000 men has 
been mobilized within ten days, so per- 
fect are the quartermasters and com- 
missaries. Germany Is ready In peace 
•ocl In war."

Williams college commenced its one

class has not yet been determined, but 
it will be between 110 and 125 members. 
There will be little change in the size 
of the other classes. 


Some important changes in the cur- 


riculum will be noted with the opening.

They will be taught by 
Professor Morton, and are open to the 
seniors and juniors. The faculty has

Professor Frank J. Mather, who be- 
came identified early in the summer 
with the editorial staff of the New 
York Evening- Post, and his place as 
instructor of English and romance lan- 
guages will be taken by Karl E. Wes- 
ton 'of the class of '96. Dr. Howard of 
the college of Physicians and Surgeons 
of iNew York city has bean called to 
take charge of the courses in anatomy 
and physicology, which chair was left 
vacant by the death of Professor Lu- 
ther D. Woodbrldge. 


College hall, which heretofore has 


been conducted as a college boarding 
house, has been fitted up into rooms 
for students during the summer, and 
all of the rooms have been taken. They 
are very desirable because of the at- 
tractive manner in which they have 
been arranged and on account of the 
location. 
There is now no college 


boarding house, the board of trustees 
at their last meeting havirtg voted to 
discontinue the plan, and the students- 
who do not live at the society houses 
will board in private families.
